Canned MILK 

During July the ration value of 
canned milk is two-thirds of a red 
point per pound instead of one-half 
red point per pound. This means 
three 1444 ounce cans with two red 
points, a rate which will allow ade- 
quate canned milk for infant feed- 
ing on stamps from the baby’s own 
ration book. However, if just one 
can of milk is bought, a full red 
point will be required.
